Facelift  Planned  for 
the  Hinge  Block 


The  New  England  Medical  Center,  The 
McLaughlin  Development  Company  and 
the  Leong  Development  Company  have 
submitted  plans  to  revitalize  the  Hinge 
Block  area,  the  centerpiece  of  the  Mid¬ 
town  Cultural  District  and  adjacent  to 
Chinatown.  Known  for  years  as  the  heart 
of  the  Combat  Zone,  the  area  has  been 
slowly  shedding  its  blighted  reputation 
since  major  pornography  stores  have 
closed  down,  paving  the  way  for  Asian- 
owned  businesses.  Called  the  “Bermuda 
Triangle”  of  real-estate  by  one  com¬ 
peting  developer,  the  block  contains  the 
China  Trade  Center  and  Liberty  Park  at 
the  comer  of  Washington  and 
Boylston  Streets. 

In  late  September,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  ap¬ 
proved  the  Hinge  Block  Plan  and  propos¬ 
ed  zoning  that  calls  for  preserving  the 
historic  Jacob  Wirth  pub  and  townhouses, 
the  Hayden  building,  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union,  the  Hotel  Touraine,  the 
Union  Warren  Savings  Bank,  the  Twin 
Dill  buildings,  and  the  Boylston  Building 


which  is  now  the  site  of  the  China  Trade 
Center. 

The  BRA  calls  the  area  a  “Planned 
Development  Area,”  and  owns  two  small 
parcels  to  the  east  of  the  site. The  plan  en¬ 
courages  incorporating  these  buildings 
into  a  revitalization  scheme  that  will  re¬ 
shape  La  Grange  Street  as  a  pedestrian 
way  and  open  up  historic  alleys. The 
BRA’s  recommendations  for  the  block’s 
future  include  a  mix  ofcommercial, 
public,  community  and  arts  space. 

The  New  England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  plans  to  build  a  430,000  square 
foot  ambulatory  clinic  and  research  tower 
at  the  comer  of  Tremont  and  Stuart.  A 
pedestrian  bridge  would  connect  the  the 
275-foot  tall  structure  to  the  Biewind 
building  across  the  street. 

On  die  east  side  of  the  site,  along 
Washington  St. ,  NEMC  proposes  to  con¬ 
struct  a  240-foot  high  residence  site  with 
215  hotel  rooms  and  114  con- 
dominimums.  A  second  housing  site  will 
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New  Law  Opens  Doors  for  Immigrants

Called  the  most  comprehensive  im¬ 
migration  law  in  66  years,  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  Act  of  1990  will  benefit  Hong  Kong 
immigrants,  skilled  workers, 
Salvadorans,  Irish,  and  immigrants  ap¬ 
plying  for  family  sponsored  visas.  Passed 
by  Congress  in  October,  and  signed  into 
law  by  President  Bush  on  Nov.  29,  ,  the 
new  statute  would  make  700,000  visas 
available  each  year  from  1992-94.  For 
1995  and  beyond,  675,000  visas  will  be 
available. 

The  new  law  would  increase  legal  im¬ 
migration  by  about  40  percent,  a  figure 


Frank  Sharry,  director  of  the  National 
Immigration,  Refugee,  and  Citizenship 
Forum  in  Washington,  DC.  calls 
“unbelievable  given  the  last  decade.” 
Sharry  credits  organizations  such  as  the 
Massachusetts  Immigrants  and  Refugees 
Coalition  (MIRA),  the  Immigrants’ 
Rights,  Advocacy,  Training  and  Educa¬ 
tion  group  (IRATE)and  other  grassroots 
advocacy  groups  for  their  heavy  lobbying 
efforts  in  support  of  immigration  reform. 
Arguments  claiming  that  immigrants  and 
refugees  take  jobs  away  from  American 
citizens  have  become  “increasingly 
bankrupt,”  in  Washington  D.C.  within 


the  last  few  years,  said  Sharry. 

-The  compromise  bill  which  emerged 
after  months  of  debate  passed  the  House 
of  Representatives  by  264-116,  and  pass¬ 
ed  the  Senate  by  a  voice  vote.  The  bill’s 
designers,  Senator  Edward  Kennedy 
(D-Mass)  Senator  Alan  Simpson 
(R-Wyo),  Senator  Paul  Simon  (D-Dl)  and 
Rep.  Howard  Berman  (D-Calif),  Jack 
Brooks  (D-Texas),  and  Bruce  Morrison 
(D-Conn),  attempted  to  address  remain¬ 
ing  problems  that  were  not  resolved 
under  the  1986  Immigration  Reform  and 
Control  Act. 

The  new  law  will  provide  10,000  new 
visas  for  Hong  Kong  immigrants  until 


1994,  and  up  to  27,000  thereafter.  Under 
the  1986  law,  5,000  visas  had  been 
available.  Personnel  from  U.S.  com¬ 
panies  in  Hong  Kong  will  receive  an  ad¬ 
ditional  12,000  visas.  Recipients  of  some 
visas  will  be  able  to  use  them  up  until 
2001 ,  in  case  they  prefer  to  delay  emigra¬ 
tion  until  Hong  Kong  has  completed  a 
smooth  transition  to  becoming  part  of  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  in  1997. 

From  1992-94,  700,000  visas  will  be 
issued  in  the  following  manner:  465,000 
frunily  sponsored  visas  (immediate 
relatives  and  family  preferences,

Kyoto  House  Celebrates  Ten 
Years  At  the  Children ’s  Museum

On  Monday,  Dec.  3,  the 
Children’s  Musuem  celebrated 
the  tenth  anniversary  of  one  of 
its  most  popular  exhibits—  the 
kyo  no  machiya,  a  nineteenth 
century  silkweaver’s  house  and 
shop  donated  to  the  Museum  by 
Boston’s  Japanese  sister  city, 
Kyoto. 

The  party,  called  Shuku  Ten, 
by  its  committee  is  a  play  on 
words:  in  Japanese,  both  the 
character  for  celebrate  and  the 
character  for  the  number  ten  are 
spoken  as  “ten.” Shuku  Ten  is 
a  celebration  not  only  of  the 
house’s  tenth  birthday,  but  also 
of  friendship  between  the  United 
States  and  Japan.  The  evening’s 
events  characterized  the  way  in 
which  traditional  Japanese 
culture  is  integrated  into  con¬ 


temporary  Japan,  explained  co¬ 
chair  of  the  celebration  commit¬ 
tee,  Atsuko  Fish,  “We  tried  to 
create  a  Japanese  street  scene 
where  tradition  and  the  modem 
come  together.  Guests  can  see  a 
glimpse  of  a  very  harmonious 
environment.” 

The  Kyoto  house  and  the  100 
year-old  street  scene  outside  it 
reflect  this  unique  penchant  for 
mixing  old  and  new.  The  six- 
room  house  was  donated  by  a 
14th  generation  silk  weaving 
family  and  re-constructed  in 
Boston  by  a  team  of  five 
Japanese  craftsmen  in  1979.  In¬ 
dividuals  and  businesses  in 
Kyoto  and  Boston  who  con¬ 
tributed  matierals  for  renova¬ 
tion,  architectural  designs,  and 
labor  were  honored  at  Monday’s 
event.  Kiyoshi  Yasui,  who  head¬ 
ed  the  Kyoto  construction  team 


that  assembled  the  house  was  a 
special  guest.  The  Yasui  family 
have  been  shrine  carpenters  for 
over  300  years.  Others  honored 
at  the  celebration  were  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis;  the  Consul 
General  of  Japan,  Kenasaku 
Hogen  and  Mrs.  Hogen;  Osamu 
Kawabata  of  All  Nippon  Air¬ 
ways;  Masaru  Kumagai  from 
Kumagai  Research  Center  in 
Kyoto;  Sadanobu  Oda  from 
Tokyo;  Yori  Oda,  a  Children’s 
Musuem  trustee;  Michael 
Spock,  former  director  of  the 
Children’s  Musuem;  Neil 
Sullivan,  senior  policy  advisor 
to  Mayor  Flynn;  and  Karen 
Zien,  former  curator  of  the 
Japan  Program  at  the  Children’s 
Musuem.

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No  Tax  on 
Redress  Bill 

Representative  Byron  Rushing 
has  filed  legislation  to  exclude 
from  state  taxable  income 
redress  payments  to  any  qualify¬ 
ing  Massachusetts  resident  of 
Japanese  ancestry  who  was  in¬ 
terned  during  World  War  II. 
For  over  three  years,  from  1942 
through  1945,  over  120,000 
Japanese  Americans  were  mov¬ 
ed  to  internment  camps  in 
western  states  which  had  been 
constructed  solely  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

On  August  10,  1988,  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  signed  legislation 
which  authorized  a  one-time 
payment  of  $20,000  to 
Americans  who,  because  of  their 
Japanese  ancestry,  were 
tragically  deprived  of  their  civil 
liberties  and  their  personal  and 
real  property  during  World  War 
n.  The  Civil  Liberties  Act  of 
1988  (P.L.  100-383)  which 
authorized  these  payments 
specified  that  they  be  awarded 
as  redress  for  human  suffering,

still  common  to  find  the  two 
shrines  in  a  Japanese  home. 
Children  who  visit  are  encourag¬ 
ed  to  open  the  drawers  of  a 
bureau  in  the  front  room  where 
they  can  see  what  a  Japanese 
child  keeps—  toy  batiif,  and  a 
baseball  glove,  not  unlike  a 
Boston  child. 

Running  in  back  of  the  house 
is  a  Japanese  garden  of  stones, 
trees,  and  light.  Upstairs  are 
storage  rooms,  a  bedroom/draw¬ 
ing  room  and  a  sitting  room. The 
storage  room  contains  a  mizuya, 
a  preparation  area  for  the  tea 
ceremony. 

The  house  is  constructed  of 
dark  cypress,  pine,  spruce  and 
hemlock.  Translucent  rice  paper 
is  used  for  the  shoji  screens, 
and  the  tatami  mats  are  covered 
with  woven  rush.  Modern 
houses  in  Japan  may  have  a 
similar  structure,  but  are  made 
of  concrete,  not  wood.  “A  few 
rooms  may  also  have  tables  and 
chairs,  instead  of  cushions  to  sit 
on.  We  also  put  carpet  on  top  of 
the  tatami  sometimes,”  explain¬ 
ed  the  Musuem’s  Japan  Program 
specialist,  Yoshihiro  Miki. 

Added  to  the  Japan  house  is  a 
modem  bathroom  and  kitchen, 
to  the  delight  of  children  who 
ask  numerous  questions  about 
the  toilet  set  in  a  closet  apart 
from  the  washing  area. 

As  part  of  the  Japanese 
House  exhibit,  the  Children’s 
Museum’s  Japan  Program 
educates  both  adults  and 
children  about  Japanese  culture. 
For  over  thirty  years,  the 
museum  has  provided  cur¬ 
riculum  kits  that  include  educa¬ 
tional  materials  and  artifacts  that 
children  can  touch  and  hold. 
Adults  and  children  can  take 
courses  on  Japanese  life,  arts, 
and  crafts.  The  Children’s 
Musuem  offers  special  training 
sessions  for  American  business 
executives  traveling  to  Japan, 
and  gives  orientation  sessions 
for  Americans  traveling  to 
Japan.

Kyoto  street  from  the 
silkweaver’s  district  welcomes 
the  visitor  who  approaches  the 
house:  low  awnings  run  along 
both  sides  of  the  narrow  way, 
and  windows  feature  displays 
from  shops  to  the  left  and  right. 
The  design  is  the  only  authen¬ 
tically  detailed  architectural  con¬ 
struction  of  the  period--  one  that 
is  quickly  fading  in  Japan. 
Museum  guides  predict  that 
soon  Japanese  visitors  will  have 
to  visit  Boston  to  experience  this 
scene  from  their  country’s  past. 


The  street-facing  window  at 
the  front  of  the  house  is  where 
the  nineteenth  century 
silkweaver  displayed  his  wares. 
On  entering,  visitors  take  off 
their  shoes  and  pass  by  a  Shinto 
shrine  placed  high  up  on  a  wall 
in  the  shop.  Inside,  tatami  mats 
cover  the  floor,  and  low  tables 
are  arranged  for  sitting  in  both 
the  livingroom  and  workroom, 
where  another  shrine,  a  Bud¬ 
dhist  one,  has  been  set.  Many 
Japanese  today  honor  both  Bud¬ 
dhism  and  Shintoism,  and  it  is

minimum  226,01)0  preference  visas); 
140,000  employer  sponsored  visas; 
40,000  “transitional”  visas  (for  nationals 
of  adversely  affected  countries);  55,000 
visas  for  nationals  of  countries  with  low 
numbers  of  admission).  For  fiscal  years 
1995  and  beyond,  a  total  of  675,000  will 
be  available:  480,000  family  sponsored 
visas;  140,000  employer  sponsored  visas; 
55,000  “diversity”  visas.  Refugees  and 
persons  seeking  asylum  remain  outside 
these  numbers. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  victories 
for  advocates  of  the  undocumented  is  the 
“safe  haven”  provision  which  guarantees 
extended  voluntary  departure  and  work 
authorization  for  persons  escaping 
adverse  conditions  in  their  home  country. 
The  law  specifically  designates 
Salvadorans  as  eligible  for  this  protec¬ 
tion.  Although  a  compromise  from  Rep. 
Joseph  Moakley  (D-Mass)’s  position  that 
Congress  grant  Salvadorans  permanent 
asylum,  the  new  law  will  provide  an 
18-month  temporary  stay  for  Salvadorans 
who  have  been  here  since  Sept.  19, 1990. 
Under  the  new  law,  Salvadorans  who 
have  been  present  in  the  U.S.  since  Sept. 
19  1990  will  be  able  to  apply  for  this 
status  on  Jan.  1,  1991.  They  will  be 
granted  work  authorization  for  periods  of 
six  months,  renewable  until  June  1992. 
Moakley  has  been  advocating  for  a  more 
just  immigration  policy  for  Salvadorans 
for  7  years. 

Both  the  Japanese  American  Citizen 
League  (JACL)  and  the  Organization  of 
Chinese  Americans  (OCA)  were  opposed 
to  early  measures  to  establish  a  cap  on 
family  immigration  visas.  Senator  Paul 
Simon  (D-Ill),  ranking  majority  member 
of  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Immigra¬ 
tion  and  Refugee  Affairs,  helped  to 
design  an  agreement  protecting  the  “fifth 


preference”  visas—  visas  allowing  mar¬ 
ried  brothers  and  sisters  of  U.S.  citizens 
to  emigrate.  The  original  plan  almost 
passed  by  the  Senate  would  have  barred 
brothers  and  sisters  from  fifth  presence 
visas,  cut  the  fifth  preference  visas  by 
two-thirds  and  increased  the  waiting 
period  up  to  74  years.  Many  Asians  re¬ 
quest  visas  under  the  fifth  preference. 

Another  10,000  visas  will  be  available 
to  persons  who  can  bring  investment  into 
the  United  States. 

Although  the  new  law  remains  a 
breakthrough  for  many  immigrant 
groups,  those  accused  of  felonoius  crimes 
lose  significant  protections.  Persons  con¬ 
victed  of  “aggravated  felonies”  —  drug 
trafficking,  money  laundering,  crimes  of 
violence,  and  crimes  committed  outside 
th  United  States  in  violation  of  U.S.  or 
foreign  law  will  have  less  time  to  seek 
judicial  review  of  orders  of  deportation. 
They  will  be  ineligible  to  apply  for 
asylum,  relief  from  deportation,  and 
unable  to  establish  good  moral  character. 
They  will  be  barred  from  returning  to  the 
U.S.  for  20  years. 

Irish  immigrants  will  be  able  to  enter 
the  United  States  under  the  skilled 
workers  provision.  Many  of  them  were 
not  able  to  come  in  because  they  were  not 
eligible  under  the  family  preference. 

An  influx  of  skilled  Hong  Kong  im¬ 
migrants  will  have  an  impact  on  com¬ 
munity  agencies  serving  Asians  in 
Boston.  “There  will  be  a  more  pressing 
need  for  services,  and  we  will  have  to  do 
increasingly  more  fund-raising  and 
development  to  keep  up,”  said  Chau- 
Ming  Lee,  director  of  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association  which  serves 
90  percent  of  all  in-coming  Asians  who 
need  help  with  learning  English,  finding 
an  apartment,  or  getting  a  job.  Lee  added 
that  programs  will  have  to  change  their 
focus  to  match  the  needs  of  skilled  im¬ 


migrants  who  may  require  more  advanc¬ 
ed  English  training,  and  help  in  seeking 
professional  jobs.  In  the  past,  many 
Asians  who  came  to  Boston  pursued  jobs 
in  the  restaurant,  electronics,  and  gar¬ 
ment  industries. 

Many  community  agencies  and  im¬ 
migrant  advocacy  workers  are  learning 
what  the  law  means  specifically  for  the 
groups  they  counsel.  Ann  Philbin,  direc¬ 
tor  of  IRATE,  calls  the  new  law  a  victory 
for  Salvadorans  and  Irish,  but  is  worried 
that  the  increase  of  visas  for  “skilled 
workers”  may  be  elitist.  “What  does 
‘skilled’  mean?  I  think  everyone  coming 
here  has  skills  of  some  kind.  This  term 
re-inforces  the  image  of  untrained,  un¬ 
skilled  immigrants  already  here.  If  the 
message  is  that  we  skilled  workers 
because  we  don’t  have  them  now,  then 
what  happens  to  our  education  and  train- 
ing  programs?” _

hold  114  units.  The  ground  level  of  the 
complex  will  be  for  retail  use  and  cultural 
facilities.  NEMC  plans  to  build  a  500  car 
underground  garage,  and  replace  the 
Publix  Theatre.Total  capital  costs  for  the 
project,  predicted  to  begin  within  the  next 
three  years,  is  $213  million. 

Housing  linkage  would  equal  $3.5 
million,  with  an  additional  $900,000  con¬ 
tributed  to  job  creation  initiatives. The 
$186  million  construction  project  would 
represent  1800  person  years  of  construc¬ 
tion  employment  over  the  life  of  the  pro¬ 
ject.  NEMC  estimates  that  the  project 
will  bring  in  $550  million  to  the  region. 
NEMC  stated  it  will  work  closely  with 
the  Chinatown  community  to  frame  the 
benefits  package.  Daycare  facilities  will 
be  constructed  on-site,  as  required  by 
Midtown  Cultural  District  zoning. 

The  Medical  Center  said  it  would  look 
for  an  Asian  business  to  be  established  on 
site,  and  would  begin  a  purchasing/con¬ 
tracting  partnership  with  Asian 
businesses.  At  this  point  they  have  no 
plan  for  re-locating  the  Asian  businesses 
already  at  the  site.  They  would  also  work 
with  the  Midtown  Cultural  District  to 
form  cultural  arts  projects. 

The  Leong  Development  Company  has 
proposed  a  joint  venture  partnership  to 
NEMC  to  develop  151 ,000  square  feet  on 
the  east  side  of  the  parcel.  William  Leong, 
the  company’s  director  was  the  former 
director  of  the  Chinatown  Economic 
Development  Corporation  (CEDC)

which  re-furbished  the  Boylston  Building 
and  converted  to  the  present  China  Trade 
Center.  Leong  said  his  intentions  would 
dovetail  with  any  future  plans  to  develop 
the  Liberty  Tree  block  across  the  street. 

NEMC  said  they  could  not  consider 
Leong’s  proposal  until  the  city  has 
designated  the  site  for  development  by 
NEMC.  Leong  said  he  has  not  yet  made 
his  offer  to  the  McLaughlin  Company, 
and  is  waiting  for  the  city’s  decision  on 
the  designation. 

The  McLaughlin  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  proposes  to  build  a  plaza  skating 
rink  off  La  Grange  Street,  similar  to  the 
one  at  Rockefeller  Center  in  New  York. 
The  first  phase  of  the  scheme  includes  a 
500  room  hotel  on  Washington  St.,  in¬ 
cluding  100,000  square  feet  of  con- 
dominimum  development.  McLaughlin 
intends  to  commit  150,000  square  feet  to" 
retail  space  along  Stuart  street  and  build  a 
five-six  level  underground  garage  that 
would  house  1400  cars.  Thirty-thousand 
square  feet  will  go  to  museum  space  that 
will  house  exhibits  from  the  Tower  of 
London  Royal  Armouries  Museum  of 
London.  Fifty  percent  of  the  admission 
sales  from  the  museum  will  go  toward 
Boston  arts  agencies  or  projects.  The 
McLaughlin  Company  will  own  the 
museum  and  the  hotel. 

The  second  phase  calls  for  creating  500 
more  rooms  of  hotel  space,  residential 
housing  of  approximately  100,000  square 
feet,  more  retail  shops  at  street  level  and 
underground,  and  the  replacement  of  the 
Publix  Theatre  with  a  new  800-seat  per¬ 
formance  theater  at  the  same  site. 

McLaughlin  said  his  company  would 
offer  the  Chinatown  community  $3 
million  above  the  $4  million  linkage  pay¬ 
ment  to  go  toward  the  creation  of  affor¬ 
dable  housing  either  at  the  comer  of 
Washington  and  Stuart  or  off-site. 
McLaughlin’s  plan  would  create  scholar¬ 
ships,  permanent  jobs,  and  a  revenue 
base  for  the  Chinatown  and  arts  com¬ 
munities.  In  addition,  McLaughlin  told 
members  of  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC)  that  he 
would  hire  Chinatown  representatives  to 
work  with  his  group  during  construction 
on  community  concerns  and  the  benefits 
package. 

McLaughlin  said  that  his  company  has 
a  commitment  of  $80  million  dollars  in 
equity  toward  the  project  at  this  point. 
The  company  has  purchase/sales  option 
on  45  percent.

The  Blooming  of  Asian  American  Arts 


Scene  from  “Eat  a  Bowl  of  Tea.  ” 


by  Ed  Goon 

Twenty  years  ago  when  I  was 
still  a  teenager  readying  myself 
for  college,  I  happened  to  be 
tuned  into  PBS  on  channel  13 
when  the  widely  acclaimed  film 
Ugetsu  Monogatari  by  the 
Japanese  director  Mizoguchi 
was  on.  The  film  was  based  on 
an  age  old  Chinese  fable  from 
the  Tang  dynasty,  roughly  titled 
The  Foxes.  I  was  particularly 
moved  by  the  sublime  beauty 
and  subtle  nuances  of  the  film, 
and  the  Asian  flavor  and 
Chinese  roots  of  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter  brought  to  the  surface  feel¬ 
ings  that  had  long  been  dormant. 
During  that  summer,  I  timed  into 
the  series  featuring  other 
Japanese  films,  by  the  noted 
directors  Mizoguchi,  Kurosawa, 
Inagaki,  Naruse,  and  Ozu.  At 
the  time,  this  was  one  of  the  few 
instances  I  had  seen  any  work  by 
Asian  artists  in  the  public  media. 

That  summer  was  a  rarity  in 
my  life  for  many  years.  In  the 
United  States  during  the  50s, 
60s,  or  70s,  I  would  only  see 
films,  books,  or  art  by  Chinese 
intermittently.  Occasionally,  an 
ethnic  movie  would  come  out, 
such  as  the  Flower  Drum  Song  (a 
very  good  movie,  by  the  way, 
based  on  the  real  life  “Forbid¬ 
den  City”  nightclub),  whose 
main  mission  was  to  portray  ex¬ 
otic  orientals  to  Western  au¬ 
diences.  All  too  often,  Cauca¬ 
sian  movie  actors  mimicked 
stereotyped  Asians  such  as  the 
benign  but  shrewd  Charlie  Chan 


or  the  sinister  Fu  Manchu, 
which  is  the  basis  of  the  current 
controversy  surrounding  the 
Broadway  production  Miss 
Saigon.  Beginning  with  Maxine 
Hong  Kingston’s  novel,  A 
Woman  Warrior,  published  in 
1976,  an  ever  increasing 
awareness  of  Chinese  American 
and  Chinese  culture  has  grown 
in  the  United  States.  The  body  of 
Chinese  American  work  has 
proliferated  and  flourished  in 
ways  that  have  never  been  seen 
before  in  this  country. 

In  film,  it  has  been  Wayne 
Wang  with  his  wry  and  touching 
comedies  on  Chinese  American 
life.  Dim  Sum  and  most  suc¬ 
cessfully,  Eat  a  Bowl  of  Tea,  a 
farcical  yet  truthful  portrayal  of 


the  Chinese  obsession  with  fami¬ 
ly.  Previously,  Dim  Sum 
modestly  and  self-consciously 
depicted  the  unique  difficulties 
and  cultural  differences  between 
Chinese  Americans  and  their 
adopted  country.  A  Great  Wall, 
directed  by  Peter  Wang, 
Wayne’s  uncle,  in  a  very  similar 
style,  affectionately  depicted  the 
cultural  differences  between 
Chinese  Americans  and 
Chinese. In  Eat  a  Bowl  of  Tea, 
the  director  seems  much  less  in¬ 
hibited  and  free-wheeling  in  his 
protrayal  of  Chinese  American 
life,  opening  with  farcical  scenes 
of  the  bachelor  life  among 
Chinese  men  and  continuing 
with  a  father’s  obsessive  desire 
and  behavior  to  induce  his  son  to 
have  grandchildren,  all  played 
out  in  a  stylish  rendition  of  New 
York  in  the  forties.  Wayne  has 
just  released  a  new  film,  Life  is 
Cheap,  but  Toilet  Paper  is  Ex¬ 


pensive,  which  is  anxiously 
awaited. 

In  drama,  it  has  been  the 
startling  success  of  Henry  David 
Hwang,  whose  plays,  staged  by 
the  Pan  Asian  repertory  com¬ 
pany,  have  dramatized  the  mix¬ 
ing  of  Eastern  and  Western 
cultures.  His  play,  M.  Butterfly, 
winner  of  the  Tony  Award  for 
best  play  on  Broadway,  has  been 
his  most  notable  success,  which 
is  based  on  a  real  life  story  of  a 
love  affair  between  a  French 
diplomat  and  a  female  Asian 
opera  singer  who  turns  out  to  be 
a  man.  The  play  explores  the 
underlying  tensions  between 
both  Asian  and  western  cultures. 

In  fiction,  it  has  been  the  con¬ 
tinuing  success  of  Maxine  Hong 
Kingston’s  novels,  such  as 
China  Men  and  Tripmaster 
Monkey:  His  Fake  Book  which 
have  followed  A  Woman  War¬ 
rior,  and  the  sudden  meteoric 
appearance  of  Amy  Tan  with  the 
Joy  Luck  Club.  In  a  A  Woman 
Warrior,  Kingston  made  her 
first  attempt  at  exploring  the 
subtle  interplay  between 
Chinese  myths  and  legend  and 
the  subconscious.  In  China  Men, 
she  further  explored  how  the 
males  in  her  life  have  shaped  hei 
consciously  and  unconsciously. 
Amy  Tan,  with  the  Joy  Luck 
Club,  has  touched  a  chordnot  on 
ly  among  Asian  women  in  their 
relationship  with  their  mothers, 
but  among  all  women.  Her  book 
has  spent  several  months  on  the 
New  York  Times  bestseller  list. 
Her  novel,  consisting  of  tender 
yet  intense  vignettes  of  first 
generation  Chinese  women  and 
their  grown-up  daughters,  por¬ 
trays  the  conflicts,  irra¬ 
tionalities,  yet  eternal  link  bet¬ 
ween  daughters  to  their  mothers. 


In  non-fiction,  it  has  been 
Frank  Chin’s  remarkable  work, 
Ancestors:900  Years,  which 
retraces  China’s  geneology 

back  to  almost  the  turn  of  the 
millenia,  when  Frank’s  great- 
great-great-?  grandfather,  the 
poet  Quin  Guan,  started  his  clan 
,and  left  a  legacy  of  scholars 
from  one  generation  to  the  next 
until  this  very  day.  Chin’s 
search  originally  began  at  Col¬ 
umbia  University  of  Asian 
studies,  when  Chin  was  a 
reporter  for  the  Wall  Street  Jour¬ 
nal,  and  became  interested  in  his 
heritage.  He  originally  found 
volumes  on  the  history  of  his 
family  in  the  Columbia  Library, 
and  thus  began  a  long  trek  back 
in  time,  until  Chin  traced  all  his 
roots-  a  not  uncommon  task 
among  wealthy  Chinese 
families,  but  an  all  but  unheard 
of  thing  to  do  in  the  U.S.,  in 
English.  The  book  has  startling 
simplicity  and  power,  covering 
the  breadth  of  Chinese  history 
and  reveals  the  depths  of  the 
Chinese  psyche  and  the  need  for 
family. 

Scholarly  and  sociological 
works  on  Asian  Americans  and 
Chinese  Americans  have  been 
produced  in  much  greater 
numbers  since  the  seventies:  two 
of  the  most  notable  scholars 
have  been  Professor  Takaki 
(Japanese)  who  has  traced  the 
origins  and  history  of  all  Asians 
in  this  country  from  their  incep¬ 
tion  in  his  magnificent  chef 
d’oeurve,  Strangers  from  a  Dis¬ 
tant  Shore,  and  Raymond 
Huang’s  books  1587,  the  Year 
Nothing  Happened  and  A 
Macro-History  of  China. 
Takaki’s  book  is  a  classic  on 
socio-political  history  of  Asians 
in  the  United  States,  from  every 
imaginable  vantage  point.  Com¬ 
prehensive  and  informative,  it 
nevertheless  is  highly  readable 
and  enjoyable-  a  distinct  and 
pleasurable  departure  from  other 
tomes  in  this  genre.  Raymond 
Huang  is  a  historian.  However, 
up  until  ■  now,  most  books  on 
Chinese  history  have  been 
notable  only  for  their  sterility  or 
how  Chinese  history  seems 
quaint  to  Westerners.  Huang’s 
approach  is  intellectually 
stimulating,  modem,  and  engag¬ 
ing.  Huang  sees  causal  relation¬ 
ships  between  China’s  agrarian 
based  population,  Confucian 
ethics,  culture,  and  its  politics, 
economics,  and  bureaucracy. 
China’s  institutions  have  worked 
essentially  because  of  a  uniform 
moral  code  that  each  individual 
has  incorporated  into  his  cons¬ 
cience.  China’s  institutional 
machinery  operated  through  the 
exercise  of  personal  willpower 
according  to  a  system  of  ethics 
and  not  through  the  complexity 
of  laws.  This  essential  relation¬ 
ship  has  reverberated  throughout 
China’s  history,  regardless  of 
the  dynasty,  but  has  broken 
down  in  the  modem  age,  since 
the  system  served  an  agrarian 
based  country  which  needed  a 
light,  simple,  and  uniform 
bureaucracy  for  its  well  being.

Chin’s  or  Amy  Tan’s  book  or  on 
seeing  each  release  of  Wayne 
Wang’s  films  is  a  little  like  the 
feeling  I  had  when  I  was  a 


teenager  that  summer  twenty 
years  ago.  These  artists  have  put 
me  in  touch  with  my  most  in¬ 
timate  feelings  and  reflections 
which  had  remained  dormant, 
and  I  am  much  indebted  to  them. 
By  themselves,  these  artists  and 
their  works  might  be  considered 
extraordinary:  certainly,  then- 
work  has  shown  esthetic 
brilliance  and  emotional  power 
as  well  as  a  new,  totally  unique 
dimension  never  seen  before 
either  in  Eastern  or  Western 
culture.  But  probably  the  most 
extraordinary  thing  of  all  is  that 
I  bought  Frank  Chin’s  book  in  a 
Walden  bookstore,  that  I  bought 
Amy  Tan’s  book  at  a  Barnes  and 
Noble,  and  I  saw  Wayne  Wang’s 
film  on  23rd  St.  in  New  York, 


and  rented  some  of  his  older 
films  at  my  local  video  store, 
and  that  I  saw  M.  Butterfly  on 
Broadway.

and  not  be  included  as  income 
for  determining  eligibility  for 
federally  funded  programs  such 
as  Social  Security  or  Medicaid.
